Board Member Biographies 


President: In May 1971 Mike Anderson WV7T earned his first ticket; since then he's been WNOWQM, 
WBOLEY, and 9H3GA. First licensed in Colorado Springs, his achievements include DXCC, WAS-QRP, 
WAC-QRP, 1000 Miles Per Watt Award, Ist Place in IARU DX Contest 1992 Zone 61, and the 9-Dragons 
Award (Hong Kong). He's a former president of the University of Southern Colorado ham club, as well as our 
current president, and was a PPRAA member back in '71. He's formed clubs in CA, CO, HI, IL and Sicily. 
Mike enjoys operating CW, SSB, RTTY, VHE packet, DX, contests, and constructing, public service, VEing, 
and teaching. A worldly man, he's operated from Canada, Guam, Hawaii, Malta, Sicily, and of course the US, 
including W1AW and the Queen Mary. He's trustee for two club calls: KOUSN and NX0G. 


Vice President: Back in 1957 Sid White received his Novice as KN4ARM, upgrading to Tech within a year and 
becoming K4ARM.
